‘Innovative’  French  franc  wins 
2003  Coin  of  the  Year  award 


When  the  French  mint  marked  the  end  of  the  franc  as  an  independent 
currency,  it  set  traditional  coin  design  on  its  edge. 

The  result  is  the  top  award  in  the  2003  Coin  of  the  Year  competition, 
sponsored  by  World  Coin  News.  The  2003  COTY  competition  covered 
coins  dated  2001. 

France’s  silver  franc  dubbed  “The  Last  Franc”  was  voted  Coin  of  the 
Year  by  an  international  panel  of  coinage  experts.  The  coin’s  most 
distinguished  characteristic  is  its  irregularly  shaped  surface.  Rather  than  the 
traditional  flat  surfaces,  the  coin’s  surfaces  start  flat  on  one  side  of  the 
surface  but  then  rise  up  slightly  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  surface. 

In  addition,  the  “bumps”  are  on  opposite  ends  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse,  creating  a  wavy  effect  when  viewing  the  coin’s  edge. 

The  non-traditional  surface  is  combined  with  an  austere,  non- 
traditional  design.  The  obverse  contains  only  the  inscription  “un  ultime 
fane”  in  all  lower-case,  sans-serifed  letters.  The  reverse  contains  only  a 
large,  serifed  “1”  bleeding  off  the  coin’s  edge. 

The  edge  inscription  reads  “REPUBLIQUE  FRANCAISE,  STARCK, 
LIBERTE, -EGALITE  FRATERNITE.”  The  inscription  is  followed  by  a 
cornucopia  and  the  date  2001.  “STARCK”  refers  to  Philippe  Starck,  the 
coin’s  designer. 

The  annual  Coin  of  the  Year  award  is  determined  by  a  three-step 
process.  In  the  first  step,  World  Coin  News  staff  reviews  nominations  for 
coins  in  each  of  10  categories.  In  the  second  step,  the  international  panel  of 
coinage  experts  votes  for  the  top  coin  in  each  category. 

The  French  franc  (No.  KM- 1290  in  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World 
Coins )  won  the  Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept  category.  Following  are 
the  other  category  winners: 
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-Australia,  10  dollars,  silver,  Evolution  of  the  Calendar,  KM-596, 
Most  Historically  Significant  Coin. 

-Belgium,  500  francs,  silver,  European  Union,  KM-232,  Best 
Contemporary  Event  Com. 

-People’s  Republic  of  China,  500  yuan,  gold,  panda  in  a  bamboo 
forest  on  the  reverse,  Y-1088,  Best  Gold  Coin. 

-Australia,  1  dollar,  silver,  aboriginal  kangaroo  design  on  the  reverse, 
KM-590,  Best  Crown. 

-United  States,  25  cents,  copper-nickel  clad  copper,  Rhode  Island 
state  quarter,  KM-32 1 ,  Best  Trade  Coin. 

-  United  States,  1  dollar,  silver,  Indian  on  the  obverse  and  buffalo  on 
the  reverse,  KM-334,  Most  Popular  Coin. 

--Russia,  25  roubles,  silver,  commemorating  225  years  of  the  Bolshoi 
Theater  with  a  scene  from  “Romeo  &  Juliet”  on  the  reverse,  Y-678,  Most 
Artistic  Coin. 

-Gibraltar,  1  crown,  copper-nickel,  Florence  Nightingale,  KM-963, 
Most  Inspirational  Coin. 

In  the  third  step  of  the  balloting  process,  the  panel  votes  on  the  Coin 
of  the  Year  from  the  category  winners.  The  panel  consists  of  world  mint 
directors,  coin  artists,  numismatists,  and  museum  personnel. 

The  COTY  competition  was  founded  in  1982  by  World  Coin  News  to 
recognize  world  mints  that  further  the  artistry,  usefulness,  symbolism,  and 
general  appeal  of  coins.  World  Coin  News ,  published  monthly,  is  the 
leading  periodical  for  collectors  of  world  coins.  It  is  published  by  Krause 
Publications,  700  E.  State  St.,  Iola,  WI 54990-0001  (www.krause.com). 

KP  also  publishes  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins  series,  die 
leading  reference  books  for  collectors  of  world  coins.  Multiple  volumes  list 
and  value  world  coins  from  the  1701  century  to  the  present.

“A  Penny  for  Your  Thoughts  ” 

Mr.  Ray  Bjordland,  President  of  the  N.N.A.,  after  reading  the  letter  in 
our  last  issue,  wrote  again  to  the  state  tax  commissioner  for  more 
information  on  the  sales  tax  and  how  it  applies  to  coin  sales  y  individuals. 
Some  of  the  pertinent  are  reprinted  below. 

*  Sales  of  coins  by  individuals  are  subject  to  the  tax. 

*The  occasional  sale  provision,  as  pertains  to  the  sale  of  coins,  would  be 
applicable  only  if  a  person  were  not  in  the  business  of  selling  coins  and 
made  an  isolate  sale  of  a  single  coin.  If  more  than  one  sale  were  made, 
there  would  be  no  exemption  based  on  the  “occasional  sale”  provision. 

*  Advertisements  in  magazines:  Any  purchase  resulting  there  from  by  a 
resident  of  the  state  of  Nebraska  is  subject  to  the  Use  Tax.  Any  sales 
resulting  from  such  advertisements  which  involve  a  purchaser  located  out 
of  the  State  of  Nebraska  are  not  subject  to  the  sales  tax  as  long  as  the  only 
method  of  contact  is  the  U.  S.  Mail  or  common  carrier. 

I  leave  it  to  your  imagination  as  to  the  far  reaching  consequences  this 
could  lead  to,  but  it  will  obviously  make  many  otherwise  law-abiding 
citizens  violators  of  some  portion  of  this  closely  worded  mystery,  which 
changes  every  time  a  question  is  asked. 


‘‘Going-On  ” 


On  December  12, 1967  Bart  Lewis  and  Bob  Kutcher  announced  to  the 
Lincoln  Coin  Club  that  the  Wood  Foundation  had  put  up  two-thirds  of  the 
amount  necessary  for  the  University  of  Nebraska  to  acquire  the  finest 
collection  of  ancient  coinage  in  the  states.  This  estate,  when  secured,  would 
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form  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  to  be  housed  and  displayed  at  the 
University’s  museum  in  Lincoln  with  traveling  displays  for  outstate 
exhibition.  A  specific  area  was  also  designated  in  the  soon  to  be  built 
addition  to  the  museum  specifically  for  coins  and  stamps  to  be  exhibited. 
In  addition  to  the  grant  from  the  Wood’s  Foundation  an  additional  sum  of 
$2,750  will  be  needed  within  the  next  two  years.  After  much  discussion  the 
Lincoln  Coin  Club  voted  to  donate  $100  to  the  university  Foundation  to 
apply  toward  the  purchase.  Further  a  donation  auction  was  established  to 
add  to  the  existing  estate  so  that  it  can  be  expanded  into  areas  of  current 
interest  including  a  modem  type  set. 

The  Lincoln  Coin  Club  nearly  donated  all  of  its  current  treasury  in  the 
hopes  that  other  clubs  would  follow  suit  and  make  the  University’s 
collection  among  the  finest  anywhere  in  the  U.  S.  and  a  credit  to  the  entire 
state  of  Nebraska.  Mr.  C.  Burtrand  Schultz,  curator  of  the  museum 
announced  that  Mr.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Kutcher  would  assist  him  in  obtaining 
cases  and  in  the  actual  displaying  and  cataloging  of  the  coins.  Any  club  or 
person  interested  in  aiding  the  University  or  Mr.  Schultz  should  contact  Mr. 
Lewis  or  Mr.  Kutcher  by  writing  to  their  attention  in  care  of  the 
NEWSLETTER.

United  States  Mint  Unveils  2004  Lewis  and  Clark  Bicentennial 
Commemorative  Coin  Design 

Monticello,  VA  -  United  States  Mint  Director  Henrietta  Holsman  Fore  today  announced 
the  unveiling  of  the  design  for  the  2004  Lewis  and  Clark  Bicentennial  Commemorative 
Silver  Dollar  coin  as  part  of  the  first  of  1 5  “Signature  Events”  to  be  held  across  the 
country  through  2006  to  mark  the  bicentennial  of  Lewis  and  Clark's  expedition. 

“Today  we  honor  two  great  men  for  their  courage  and  leadership  in  exploring  a  new 
nation,”  said  United  States  Mint  Director  Fore.  “We  take  great  pride  in  creating  this 
beautiful  silver  coin  in  celebration  of  their  historic  journey.” 

The  United  States  Mint  participated,  along  with  other  federal  agencies  and  vendors,  in 
the  launch  of  “Jefferson’s  West:  A  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition,”  a  national  observance  of 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  Bicentennial  organized  by  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Foundation,  with  a 
week  long  exhibit  and  retail  sales  event  at  the  University  of  Virginia  from  January  14th  - 
18th. 

The  coin's  obverse  and  reverse  designs  were  created  by  United  States  Mint 
sculptor/engraver  Donna  Weaver.  The  obverse  depicts  Meriwether  Lewis  and  William 
Clark  on  a  stream  bank  planning  another  day  of  travel  and  exploration.  Lewis  is  seen 
holding  his  journal.  The  reverse  features  two  feathers  from  the  National  Council  of  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  Bicentennial  logo  -  representing  the  many  Native  American  Indian 
cultures  touched  by  the  Corps  of  Discovery  Expedition.  It  also  features  a  peace  medal 
presented  to  the  Native  American  Nations  during  the  expedition  on  behalf  of  President 
Jefferson.  Seventeen  stars  represent  the  number  of  states  of  the  Union  in  1804. 

Public  Law  106-126  dated  December  6, 1999,  provides  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  mint  and  issue  not  more  than  500,000  silver  one-dollar  commemorative  coins  to 
support  the  activities  associated  with  commemorating  the  bicentennial  of  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  Expedition.  The  price  of  each  coin  will  include  a  ten-dollar  surcharge,  with  two- 
thirds  of  the  surcharges  authorized  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Lewis  and  Clark 
Bicentennial  Council  and  one-third  to  the  National  Park  Service. 

Created  by  Congress  in  1 792,  the  United  States  Mint  is  the  manufacturer  of  legal  tender 
coinage  for  the  United  States.  In  fiscal  year  2002,  the  United  States  Mint  manufactured 
approximately  15  billion  coins  and  generated  revenue  of  $1.8  billion.  With  facilities  in  five 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  United  States  Mint  has  customers  in  54  countries 
and  is  the  world’s  30th  largest  online  retailer.  For  more  information,  please  visit 
www.usmint.gov.
